ANGER OVER 
OAR HONES 


THE leader of a pensioners group 
has accused Harlow Council of age 
discrimination after it agreed in 
principal to decommission eight 
sheltered housing schemes across 
the town in a bid to save costs. 

It could mean sheltered homes in 
Black Lion Court, Netteswellbury Farm, 
Latton House, Risdens, Partridge Court, 
Tysea Close, Desormeaux Bungalows 
and Greenhills are re-allocated as gener¬ 
al housing stock and made available to 
anyone on the housing waiting list. 

The move comes in a week when the coun¬ 
cil confirmed it was axing funding to Harlow

Welfare Rights and Advice Service and slash¬ 
ing its grants budget for charities and com¬ 
munity groups. Meanwhile top officers have 
been told they will receive pay rises after 
Conservative councillors refused to reverse a 
decision to increase the salaries of eight top 
earners. 

Les Coben, chairman of the Harlow 
Pensioners’Action Association, said: “This is 
discrimination against the elderly, there’s no 
other way of looking at it. 

“It seems the council is trying to sell off 
everything they can at the moment. People in 
this town are living longer and there are going 


to be more and more elderly people who will 
need services like these in the future.” 

And Netteswellbury Farm resident Patricia 
Norcott (74) told the Star: “I think it’s dis¬ 
gusting the council could even consider doing 
something like this to vulnerable elderly resi¬ 
dents. 

“We could well have a situation where a 
young family move in next door to a 98-year- 
old woman. There’s no way she’d be able to 
cope with the noise and disruption it could 
cause.” 

The warden service at all decommissioned 
sites will be scrapped and privately-owned 
coin-operated washing machines charging res¬ 
idents up to £2 per wash will replace existing

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Judge's jail 
warning to 
man who 
offered lad 
£20 for sex 

A MAN who 
offered a teenage 
boy £20 to engage 
in sexual activity 
has been warned 
that he could be 
sent to prison. 
Wayne Challis (49) 
of Crown Close, 
Sheering, admitted 
a charge of causing 
or inciting a child 
to engage in 
prostitution when 
he appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Monday. 
The court heard 
Challis approached 
the 15-year-old boy 
in Harlow Town 
Park on May 31 this 
year. 

James Howard, 
representing 
Challis, said: “It 
was a chance 
meeting with a 
young boy he 
thought was 16 in a 
park. 

“He asked him to 
engage in sexual 
activity with him 
for payment of £20. 
He wouldn’t have 
known what to do if 
the boy had said yes 
- he’s lived a 
sheltered life having 
had two partners 
and they were one 
night stands.” 

Mr Howard said 
Challis, who had 
suffered from 
schizophrenia since 
1982, had 
consumed alcohol 
on the day of the 
incident and this 
may have affected 
the effectiveness of 
his medication he 
was taking. 

Bailing Challis to 
return to court on 
March 9, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub 
told Mr Howard: “I 
cannot assure your 
client he won’t be 
imprisoned. 

“I’d like to know a 
lot more about his 
background and to 
what extent he 
presents a danger to 
young people.” 

He ordered Challis, 
who has no 
previous 

convictions, to sign 
the sex offenders 
register pending the 
final hearing for 
which he is 
awaiting reports.

Teen stabbed at 


town

A TEENAGE stabbing vic¬ 
tim left a gruesome trail of 
blood through Harlow town 
centre after he was attacked 
in broad daylight. 

Shocked shoppers looked on as 
the young man staggered from 
the bus station in Terminus Street 
through the Little Walk shopping 
precinct and into West Gate after 
the incident on Thurs-day morn¬ 
ing. 

The 18-year-old was eventually 
met by police officers who took him 
to Princess Alexandra Hospital for 
treatment for severe hand injuries. 

According to police the man had 
been stabbed in the hand as he stood 
at the bus station at around 11am. 

Witnesses reported seeing him run 
through the town centre leaving the 
trail of blood before he was conveyed 
to hospital. 

Carol Howorth, who was at work at 
the time, saw the aftermath of the 
incident. “As I was sitting at my desk

I happened to glance out of the win¬ 
dow and saw a policeman outside,” 
she said. 

“He was bending over and I saw 
him pick up something which I first 
thought was a piece of paper but it 
turned out to be a blood-soaked tis¬ 
sue. 

“I said to my colleague that some¬ 
thing had happened and then I saw the 
Harvey Centre security guards were 
milling around.” 

She added: “I heard somebody say 
there had been a stabbing. I thought it 
couldn’t be that serious but then I saw 


A WOMAN was taken to hospital 
after she was seen holding a kn ife 
and cutting her wrists. 

Motorists witnessed the middle 
aged woman carrying plastic bags 
and with blood running from her 
arms near the Gates roundabout 
in Edinburgh Way, Harlow, 
shortly before 11am on Saturday. 
Police were alerted and she was 
taken to hospital. 

One witness, Jimmy Judd (36) 
from Bishop’s Stortford, said he

Police subsequently arrested two 
people in connection with the inci¬ 
dent. 

A 21-year-old was charged with 
wounding with intent and appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court on 
Saturday. He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody to appear at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on April 6. 

A 17-year-old was charged with a 
public order offence and was bailed to 
appear at Harlow Magistrates Court 
on February 11.

A police spokesman said: “The 
middle aged woman appeared to 
have injured herself.

Worker unity 
in hard times 



E veryone win be 
aware of news 
headlines highlighting 
the doom and gloom 
brought about by Britain’s 
ailing economy. 

But you may not know that the 
effects of the last recession 
prompted the people of Harlow 
to stand up and be counted in a 
bid to highlight the staggering 
unemployment levels suffered in 
the town. 

Dave Barham (75) and other trades 
unionists opened the Harlow 
Unemployed Workers Union in the 
mid-1980s after Mr Barham was 
made redundant from Medishield, in 
Pinnicles, as a result of the 
economic crisis of that time. 

The union, which was supported by 
the Harlow Trades Union Council, 
operated out of the now-demolished 
Town Hall twice a week and gave 
some of the town’s 5,000 jobless 
workers a place to meet and 
socialise.

“It gave people a place to vent their 
frustration about being out of work 
and speak to people in similar 
situations to them,” Mr Barham told 
Nostalgia. 

“I had a man come in who said ‘I 
come here instead of going home 
and taking my frustration out on the 
wife.’ That’s how it got some people 
- they were just so frustrated with it 
all.” 

The union soon became a platform 
for members to highlight the plight 
of the unemployed by lobbying 
Government boards for funding. 

As a result, it won a grant to move 
to bigger premises in Wych Elm 
and employ its own staff. 

However, it was forced to close in 
1987 after its funding was pulled 
over the display of four posters 
which were deemed to be anti- 
Govemment. 


However, the members’ tireless 
campaign lived on in the form of 
the Harlow Trades Union Resource 
Centre, which they set up to help 
redundant workers and those facing 
redundancy by liaising with unions 
and offering advice and support. 
That too was successful in its aims 
but sadly was closed following 
another funding problem, leaving 
members to set up another 
management committee and open 
the Harlow Homeless Letting 
Agency. The charity still operates as 
Streets2Homes today. 

Mr Barham said: “I still get people 
coming up to me to say ‘Hi Dave, 
remember when we were at the 
centre? Didn’t we give them hell?’ 
“It exhausted me though, the 
constant battle to get funding and 
money. I have turned from being a 
revolutionary to an evolutionary.” 
He added: “To all the people who 
worked as paid workers or 
volunteers with Sid Steadman, 
Selma Granger, Terry Abel and me, 
thank-you . . . you did a wonderful 
job.”

Woolworths, in Broad Walk, Harlow, is to close 
with the possible loss of more than 50 jobs. 
The shock news was confirmed on Tuesday by 
a spokesman who said lack of profit was to 
blame for the closure.

STAFF at the Harlow 
offices of telecommuni¬ 
cations giant Nortel 
have been told their jobs 
are safe despite the firm 
going into administra¬ 
tion last week. 

The company currently 
employs 300 staff at its 
research and development 
facility in London Road, but 
administrators Ernst & 
Young have stressed there 
are no redundancies planned 
for the immediate future. 

Day-to-day operations will 
continue as usual and all cus¬ 
tomer orders and commitments 
will continue to be met as the 
administrators go about restruc¬ 
turing the multi-national firm’s 
entire European portfolio. 

The European arm of the 
business went into administra¬ 
tion shortly after the US head 
office filed for bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection as a direct result of 
widespread uncertainty in glob¬ 
al economic markets. 

The announcement has also 
cast doubt on the viability of the 
telecoms heavyweight’s multi¬ 
million pound sponsorship 
agreement with the London 
Organising Committee of the 
Olympics Games, although 
LOCOG remain confident of

salvaging the deal. 

An Ernst & Young 
spokesman said: “On a global 
basis, adverse economic condi¬ 
tions have made the current cap¬ 
ital structure of Nortel 
Networks Inc unsustainable and 
it is imperative that the group 
addresses its financial position . 
. . to overcome current chal¬ 
lenges and reposition itself for 
the future. 

“The group concluded that 
the best way to effect this trans¬ 
formation was to undertake a 
restructuring process.” 

He said the process of admi¬ 
nistration is expected to have no 
immediate impact on everyday 
operations - including employ¬ 
ee pay and benefits - or on cus¬ 
tomer obligations. 

A Nortel spokeswoman 
added: “Our goal is to emerge 
from this process as a more 
focused, financially sound and 
competitive company that deliv¬ 
ers value to all our customers. 

“We continue to conduct 
business, honour all our cus¬ 
tomer commitments, invest in 
leading edge innovation and 
research and development and 
do everything we normally do 
for the benefit of our customers 
and partners.”

This will be reviewed when a 
decision is made by the Council 
on the new contract.”

CHARITIES could lose out on 
vital funding after Harlow Council 
chiefs voted to slash grants by two 
thirds in a move which has been 
branded potentially devastating. 

A number of organisations throughout 
the town rely heavily on cash given to 
them by the council in order to carry on 
their work.

THE future of Harlow 
Welfare Rights & Advice 
looks increasingly bleak 
after Conservative 
councillors rejected calls to 
reconsider plans to axe all 
council funding to the 
beleaguered service. 

The only remaining lifeline 
for the service, which last 
year secured Harlow 
residents almost £2m 
through its casework, now 
appears to be a legal 
challenge mounted by The 
Public Law Project. 
Labour and Liberal 
Democrat councillors had 
hoped their demands for 
an urgent review of the 
controversial decision, 
reported exclusively in the 
Star two weeks ago, would 
be heeded by the ruling 
administration. But they 
were outvoted 5-4 
following a gruelling four- 
hour meeting of the 
council’s scrutiny 
committee on Friday. 
Compelling testimonials 
from former members of 
the working group tasked 
with setting a budget for 
HWRA failed to sway the 
Conservative vote, even 
though their evidence 


suggested information they 
had been given on how 
cutbacks would affect 
service provision and 
matched funding from 
other sources had either 
been inadequate or 
unavailable. 

Policy and resources 
committee chairman 
Simon Carter, who 
admitted the decision 
taken at December’s 
meeting had been made

As Mr Carter struggled to 
answer the question, 
scrutiny committee 
member Robert Thurston 
(Lib Dem) suggested the 
bandings had been 
“plucked from thin air”.

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No U-turn over 
pay increases 
for top officers 

A DECISION to award huge pay rises to 
eight of Harlow Council’s top-earning offi¬ 
cers has been upheld. 

Liberal Democrat councillors referred the 
matter to the council’s scrutiny committee 
for further consideration over concerns 
about the lack of notice given to members of 
the policy and resources committee who 
approved the decision in December and its 
impact on council finances. 

But Conservative councillors at Friday’s 
closed meeting refused to reverse the deci¬ 
sion, instead voting to uphold the pay hikes 
which will see chief executive Malcolm 
Morley, two strategic directors and five 
heads of service receive pay rises of up to 
£10,000 per annum each. 

The total cost of the pay review is likely to 
be in the region of £50,000 in the first year 
alone, but the council claims it will make an 
overall saving of more than £20,000 by 
deleting two senior posts and creating a new 
role of assistant director. 

Liberal Democrat group leader Chris 
Millington branded the decision a disgrace. 

“When the Tories are cutting vital servic¬ 
es for the town’s needy using the council’s 
precarious financial situation as an excuse, 
it’s incredibly disingenuous for them to 
announce these huge pay hikes in the same 
breath,” he told the Star, which first broke 
the news of the rises two weeks ago. 

“The timing of this decision could not be 
worse and the fact it was pushed through as 
an urgent matter is frankly ridiculous.” 

But Simon Carter, chairman of the policy 
and resources committee, said the pay 
review was necessary to retain the best staff 
for the job. 

“The management structure we’re putting 
in place is almost half the size it was in 2004 
when it was last reviewed,” he added. “As a 
result, the senior officers are going to be 
responsible for much more than ever before, 
and the pay increase reflects this extra work¬ 
load.”

“Even if a bid is made at 
the highest possible level of

Civic society calls on public to 
oppose possible museum move 


A GROUP dedicated to preserving Harlow’s 
heritage is starting a campaign of resistance 
against a suggestion to relocate the town’s 
museum. 

Harlow Civic Society said it was shocked 
at the possibility of the museum moving from 
its present site in Muskham Road to another 
location in the town, possibly within the Civic 
Centre. 

Now society members are inviting the pub¬ 
lic to voice their views during an open forum 
at its annual meeting on Tuesday in which 
they hope to get as many people backing their 
campaign as possible. 

In a letter to council chief executive 
Malcolm Morley, civic society chairman Stan 
Newens urged the council to send a represen¬ 
tative to the meeting and explain the situation. 


“It is patently obvious that there is insuffi¬ 
cient space available at the Civic Centre to 
put on a show, to store the rich collection of 
artefacts and exhibits and to provide the facil¬ 
ities of an access point for the Essex Record 
Office with its comprehensive range of books 
and archives,” he added. 

“The idea that a town the size and impor¬ 
tance of Harlow cannot sustain a museum on 
the present scale - which is a vital aspect of 
our educational facilities - is surely unac¬ 
ceptable. At a time when it is patently obvi¬ 
ous that we need to encourage an awareness 
of and a pride in our local heritage, closing or 
downsizing the museum would be utterly 
deplorable.” 

The meeting will be held at St John’s ARC 
in Market Street, Old Harlow, at 7.30pm.

Trickster cleans

“That will make him go 
away,” he said. 

Another window cleaner, Alan Walsh, 
said the conman seems to be picking only 
pensioners on his round. “It is disgusting,” 
he said, “not because they he is taking my 
money as such,but because he is targeting 
the elderly in this way.” 

The worst hit area of the town appears to 
be Church Langley which has seen seven 
propertiess hit. Homes in Felmongers and 
Upper Mealines have also been targeted. 

The man is said to be aged around 20, 
and about 6ft tall. Anyone with informa¬

The increase is to be paid to a 
group of council employees who a 
year ago were notorious for a black 
hole in the council’s finances of 
£1.5m and at the same time trying 
to slip through an increase in their 
collective salaries. It is to be noted 
that when a similar thing happened 
in neighbouring Uttlesford 
Council, the chief executive and 
some of his fellow officers did the 
decent thing and fell on their 
swords by resigning. 

The Welfare Rights & Advice 
Service is already carrying out 
tremendous work - I myself have 
been helped by them with advice - 
and as we slip further into the 
recession which could last for half 
a decade or longer, its services will 
be needed more and more, not less. 
Last year it was chosen by the 
County Welfare Services to train 
advisors for other parts of Essex as 
it had such a good record of help - 
surely a feather in the town’s hat! 

It will mean that the expertise of 
our Welfare Rights & Advice 
Service will be felt in towns across 
the county but not in Harlow, 
which is already an employment 
black spot. 

In the last century of the last 
millennia, councillors gave their 
services free with only the 
occasional fiver or tenner to cover 
expenses. If we were to return to 
those times again - no payment for 
attending meetings, no child care 
charges and no expenses - we 
could save money to maintain this 
admirable service. 

By stopping the increase in the 
officers’ salaries whilst reducing 
their number by two, as already 
proposed, and not appointing an 
assistant chief executive we could 
be well towards retaining full

Shop pioneer Bernie dies at 77 


A PIONEERING newsagent famed 
for his headline-grabbing gimmicks 
has died. 

Bernie Walker passed away at his 
home in Harefield, Harlow, on 
Thursday after an 11-month battle 
with lung cancer. He was 77. 

Back in the 1960s Mr Walker and 
his wife, Janis, ran Walkers the Hoo 
newsagent in Old Harlow. Together 
the pair came up with a number of 
publicity-seeking ideas which gener¬ 
ated interest from the local commu¬ 
nity and the national press and even 
reached as far a field as America and 
Australia. 

Among the wacky stunts was a 
finger sign he made and erected out¬ 
side the shop to tell customers to 
leave their dogs at the door. This was 
featured in the Daily Mirror in a 
story which took up almost an entire 
page and attracted a lot of publicity 
for the shop. 

When the shop was sold in 1972 
Mr Walker went on to work as a cir-

culation manager on a current affairs 
title but kept his presence in the 
pages of the press,writing letters to 
the Gazette and Citizen and then the 

Star. 

More recently he was a regular 
contributor to the Star’s weekly 
Nostalgia page. He was also 
involved with the Disabled Christian 
Fellowship. 

In his younger days he was a tal¬ 


ented musician and at the age of 16 
won a scholarship to Guild Hall 
Music School in London to play the 
piano. 

In a touching tribute to his father, 
youngest son Ray (48) said: “He was 
a people person; he loved people 
and having people around him. He 
was a very hardworking man, very 
outgoing and liked to help people.” 

The death of his wife in 2006 hit 
him hard. 

“He loved mum a great deal and 
used to quip that it wasn’t lung can¬ 
cer that was making him ill, it was a 
broken heart because he found it so 
hard without her,” said Ray. 

Mr Walker leaves two sons - Ray 
and Stevan (51) - and six grandchil¬ 
dren. His funeral will be held tomor¬ 
row (Friday) at 2.15pm at St Mary- 
at-Latton Church followed by 
refreshments at his home from 
3.30pm

Girl suffers leg 


AN investigation is under way after a 
young girl was left injured and sob¬ 
bing after she fell into an uncovered 
drainage hole. 

Olivia Scott (9), of Westbury Rise, 
Harlow, was getting out of the family 
car when her leg plunged down the 4ft 
deep hole in the car park at Epping 
Underground station. 

She was trapped to her waist with 
her foot immersed in filthy rain water 
before she managed to haul herself 
out with the help of her father, Alan 
(36). 

“She had a bad gash on her leg and 
her jeans, shoe and sock were soak¬ 
ing, he said. “She was crying her eyes 
out. 

“It seems that vandals had taken 
the rain cover off and dropped it down 
the hole in the hope that someone 
would fall down. 

“I was shocked that the rain cover, 
which was about 12 inches square, 
was not bolted down. The same thing

could happen again. 

“A smaller child could have fallen 
right down it. There was a 4ft fall to 
the dirty water below but you would 
wonder how someone could get out of 
there without help.” 

The accident, which happened as 
the family were on their way up to 
London on Sunday, concerned station 
deputy manager Jete Ugen who went 
to Tesco to buy Olivia a pair of new 
socks and reported the incident to 
Vinci Park Services, the company 
responsible for the car park, 

A company spokeswoman told the 
Star: “We are aware of the incident 
that took place on Sunday. A site 
investigation has since been carried 
out and the matter is being fully 
investigated by our local management 
and health and safety team to ensure 
that the car park is safe for all users.

at GCSE 


HARLOW’S five secondary 
schools are celebrating after 
they all smashed Govern¬ 
ment targets for pupil per¬ 
formance at GCSE level. 

Just six months after it was 
revealed the exam results of three 
of the town’s schools fell below 
the 30 per cent benchmark for 
pupils achieving five or more A*- 
C grades including English and 
maths, all five of them have now 
bettered the target. 

The only school to fall below the 
figure was Brays Grove, which 
closed in the summer because of 
falling pupil numbers throughout the 
town. 

Mark Hall School showed the 
biggest improvement, beating last 
year’s results which saw just 28 per 
cent of students obtain five of more 
good grades at Key Stage 4 with an 
impressive 40 per cent this time 
round. 

Headteacher Jane Hadlow said she 
was very pleased with the improve¬ 
ment. “This puts the school back on

cent benchmark and were among 
those given a government ultimatum 
to improve GCSE results or face 
Government action. 

But the schools and the Harlow 
Education Consortium, a partnership 
of more than 50 education providers, 
were highly critical of the threat 
because it failed to take into account 
the contextual value added (CVA) 
rating which shows the academic 
improvement children have made at 
the school and for which all three had 
above average scores. 

This year’s results show the town’s 
schools still have above average CVA 
scores. 

In post-16 results, Harlow College 
continues to improve student per¬ 
formance at GCE and equivalent 
level. Figures show it is achieving 
above average marks in this area and 
also seeing a year-on-year improve¬ 
ment on its average point score per 
student. 

St Mark’s was shown to be frac¬ 
tionally below average in improving 
performance from Key Stage 4-5 but 
is improving pupils’ average point 
scores.

Parking fees 
shake-up to 
hit motorists

MOTORISTS are to be hit in the 
pocket under plans which will 
see the council rake in thousands 
of pounds extra from parking 
charges. 

The authority is to embark on a 
series of proposals which include 
scrapping free parking in some coun- 
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cil-owned car parks, introducing a fee 
for waiting at the train station and rais¬ 
ing tariffs in existing parking areas. 

It also wants to scrap free visitors permits 
for the over 60s and disabled residents and 
impose a £10 annual fee for the document. 

Meanwhile, people will be asked their 
views on removing yellow lines from the rear 
of shops at The Stow and Bush Fair and 
introduce permits for traders which will cost 
£25 a year and be issued on a first come, first 
served basis. 

But the proposals were not welcomed by 
all members of the council’s environment 
and community committee which on 
Tuesday took the decision to proceed with 
consultation on the plans. 

Liberal Democrat Loma Spenceley said 
she feared the introduction of pay-and-dis- 
play machines in car parks at Bush Fair, The 
Stow and Old Harlow - which would alone 
make more than £150,000 for the council 
each year - could have a detrimental effect 
on shops in the areas. 

She also disagreed with the plan to charge 
people 5 Op to wait up to 15 minutes in the 
station car park and said she could not decide 
on whether to agree to back a plan to up tar¬ 
iffs in Post Office Road and Harlow Pool car 
parks because information on the existing 
tariffs was not brought to the committee. 

“I wouldn’t be adverse to trialling {parking 
charges ] in Old Harlow to see what the 
impact was but I think just looking to impose 
it this way across the piste in a recession is a 
risky thing to do,” she said. 

Conservative Tony Hall, who is also chair¬ 
man of the council, said he was concerned 
that only one extra enforcement officer, who 
would earn in excess of £26,000, would not 
be enough to enforce the regulations if they 
were introduced. 

It was agreed that each of the plans, which 
also include introducing a parking charges at 
the Town Park and allowing buses to wait for 
20 minutes in a special area at the Terminus 
Street station, should be the subject of 30 
days of consultation before returning to the 
committee for a final decision.

She was dragged underwater twice 
before her courageous cousin came 
to the rescue by punching 
the beast on its 
snout until it let 
her go!

they’re hunting, sharks will sometimes 
swim very close to shore and can 
mistake people on surfboards for seals 
and other animals they like to eat. 

The latest attack happened last Monday, 
when a man had to punch his way to 
freedom after a bull shark, pictured 

above , sank its teeth into his leg as 
he snorkelled in the waters south 
of Sydney. 

This followed an attack on 
another man the same day, who 
sustained a 40cm bite as he 
surfed off the north-east coast. 


Only 60 people have died 
from shark attacks during the 
past 50 years and experts 
say recent incidents are 
an “unfortunate 
coincidence” rather 
than evidence that 
shark attacks are 
on the rise.

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Judge delays 
sentence for 
brutal attack

TWO men warned to expect 
lengthy jail terms after they 
were convicted of what was 
described in court as a “vig¬ 
ilante” attack on a young 
man with the mental age of 
a child face a further wait 
to hear their fate. 

David Townsend (19), of 
Spinning Wheel Mead, Harlow, 
and Daniel Moore (19), of West 
Avenue, Chelmsford, were due 
to be sentenced at Chelmsford 
Crown Court last Wednesday. 

But the case had to be adjourned 
because reports that were needed 
before sentencing have not yet been 
completed. 

Barry Gilbert, representing Moore, 


told the court his client had been ill 
when an officer attended the jail 
where he was being held on remand 
pending sentence. Mr Gilbert said 
an assessment of how dangerous 
Moore was also needed. 

As a result of the incomplete 
reports Judge Anthony Goldstaub, 
who had previously told the pair that 
a lengthy term of detention was 
inevitable, adjourned sentencing 
until January 30. 

Both Townsend and Moore were 
found guilty of causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent after a jury 
was told their victim, Kelvin Ward, 
was left with a broken jaw. 

Mr Ward required surgery after 
the attack in Admirals Park, 
Chelmsford, on December 29, 2007 
during which he was pushed to the 
ground and kicked. 


When the case was heard, prose¬ 
cutor Peter Clark, told the jury Mr 
Ward had severe learning difficul¬ 
ties which resulted in him having the 
intellectual capacity expected of a 
five-year-old child. 

After arriving at the park, he was 
attacked, knocked to the floor and 
subjected to a sustained and vicious 
assault which included kicks to the 
head while he was lying prone on 
the ground. 

He was left covered in blood and 
with his jaw broken. 

The court was told that Moore 
was said to have suggested that Mr 
Ward had carried out a sex act on a 
nine-year-old boy. Mr Clark said: “If 
this was a vigilante-style attack 
there was no excuse for it.” 

Both defendants blamed each 
other for the attack.

TWO pensioners were left speech¬ 
less after they were asked to show 
photographic ID to buy a bottle of 
wine. 

Jennifer Rogers (68) and Joyce Fisher 
(75) were asked to present their bus pass¬ 
es to staff at the One Stop Shop in The 
Stow before being allowed to purchase 
alcohol. 

Despite arguing they were obviously older 
than the legal age of 18 by their appearance, 
the shop assistant stuck by the strict rule and 
said they would not be able to buy the wine 
unless they complied.

FREEZING fog only added to the 
otherworldly atmosphere at the 
opening of a fascinating new 
exhibition of surrealist paintings at 
The Gallery at Parndon Mill on 
Thursday.

Braille project has a 
simple touch for art 


AN innovative new exhibition promises 
to show that art need not remain the 
preserve of the fully sighted by 
showcasing an intriguing selection of 
works created by the visually impaired. 
The brainchild of Harlow artist Philip Melling 
and hosted by the St John’s Arts & 

Recreation Centre, off Market Street, Old 
Harlow, Art-Braille brings together ceramics 
and Braille in a fascinating exhibition put 
together by local people with vision 
problems. 

The work was undertaken in the summer as part 
of a pioneering project run by arts association 
Artsindustry at the Great Parndon Community 
Centre, where the group of budding artists was 
introduced to the Braille alphabet and asked to 
create clay tablets with their names written in the 
code. 

Helped by Mr Melling and fellow artists Lawrie 
Simonson and Lynne Cox, the participants 
graduated to making more complicated dishes 
and pots, all of which are also on display as part 
of the exhibition. 

Mr Melling, who has also produced a wall 
sculpture depicting the Braille alphabet which will 
be installed at the GPCA following the show, said 
he was pleased with the progress of his eager 
students. 

“Most visually impaired people lose their sight late 
in life, so don’t have the opportunity or 



confidence to learn Braille,” he explained. 

“The project gave the group a chance to 
experience Braille in a different way. I am very 
pleased with the group’s progress and hopefully 


the wall sculpture will serve as a resource they 
can use to learn more.” 

# THE exhibition opened on Friday and will run 
until January 30. Admission is free.

Frosty reception from 
a disgraced president 



AS someone once said, a week is a very 
long time in politics. 

A few days after Barack Obama’s 
momentous inauguration ushered in a 
mood of hope and change across the 
Atlantic, director Ron Howard looks back to 
the exploits of one of Obama's predecessors 
who brought shame upon his countrymen 
and women. 

On August 8, 1974 and in the wake of the 
Watergate scandal, Richard Nixon became the 
first president to resign from the Oval Office. 
Rather than answer tough questions about his so- 
called crimes, Nixon was sensationally pardoned 
by his successor Gerald Ford, effectively robbing 
the American public of the trial of this humiliated 
statesman. 

Frost/Nixon sensationally documents the efforts 
of an unlikely champion - British talk show host

David Frost - to interview Nixon on camera and 
to effectively tease a confession from the wily 
orator. 

Based on the award-winning stage play by Peter 
Morgan, Howard's film is a classic tale of David 
and Goliath, political might versus televisual fluff, 
blessed with tour de force performances. 

Frank Langella reprises his role as the fallen 
president whose sense of right and wrong has 
become horribly confused. He clings onto the 
notion that his memoirs will somehow restore his 
tarnished reputation. 

“It’s probably the only chance I’m going to get to 
put the record straight and remind people the 
Nixon years weren’t ALL bad,” growls Langella, 
brilliantly capturing the bombast and explosive 
mood swings of this complex man. 


Equally compelling is Michael Sheen as Frost, the 
charmer and bon viveur who is completely out of 
his depth against such a well-drilled opponent. 
Howard’s masterful picture recreates the build-up 
to the four interviews as Nixon and his advisors, 
led by Jack Brennan (Kevin Bacon), look forward 
to running rings around Frost and his three-strong 
team: John Birt (Matthew Macfadyen), Bob 
Zelnick (Oliver Platt) and James Reston (Sam 
Rockwell). 

The first couple of tapings are a disaster and Frost 
looks like a buffoon. However, as the interview 
time nears an end, the British interrogator gets 
under the skin of Nixon and incites him to lay 
himself bare before an audience of millions. 
Although it may lack some of the electrifying, 
hold-your-breath tension of the award-winning 
stage production, Frost/Nixon is a terrific 
distillation of a time that America would rather 
forget.

How the West was domesticated 


APPALOOSA 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail & rental) 

The Western has been prematurely pronounced dead 
many times but always manages to claw its way from 
a shallow grave on Boot Hill to strap on the irons and 
stride into town for a little brutal frontier justice. 

Clint Eastwood went a long way to reinventing the 
form in 1992’s relentlessly grim Unforgiven and David 
Milch dived into the down and dirty scatological 
reality of the times when he created the magnificent 
Deadwood for telly in 2004. 

Now Ed Harris takes a turn (as star, director, co-writer 
and producer) and the result is the magnificent 
Appaloosa, at once an archetypical tale of lone 
gunmen riding in to right a wrong and a touching, 
dryly funny study of friendship. 

It’s 1882 and self-appointed drifting white hats Virgil 
Cole (Harris) and Everett Hitch (Viggo Mortensen, 
sporting striking period facial hair) canter into the 
one-horse town of Appaloosa as it cowers under the 
murderous shadow of rancher Randall Bragg (Jeremy 
Irons) and his goons. 

The townsfolk have no choice but to hire the pair, 
who promptly set about enforcing the law and filling 
pine boxes with cold, quiet authority. 

Bringing down the powerful Bragg is their goal but 
they meet an obstacle on the trail in the form of feisty 
widow Allison French (Renee Zellweger), who wastes 
no time in setting her bonnet at the taciturn Cole, 
with marriage and domestic taming in mind. 

The chemistry between Harris and Mortensen laces 
their partnership with a gently sardonic wit and is 
such a joy to behold that 1 could have sat enthralled 
at two hours of them just bantering on a porch, 
although the addition of Zellweger does add a zesty 
friction to their mix.

THE CLONING OF JOANNA MAY 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Fay Wheldon’s fable of cloning and self-deluded male 
arrogance is well-handled in this 1992 TV adaptation. 
Joanne May (Patricia Hodge) reaches her middle 
years a decade after her powerful nuclear magnate 
husband Carl (Brian Cox) has driven her away for a 
single sexual indiscretion. 

She imagines time will heal the rift and so is appalled 
to discover that years earlier he had her cloned, not 
once but three times. 

Nurturing the alternative Joannas to accentuate a 
different quality of the original in each of them, his 
masterplan involves bringing them all together in his 
country retreat to take his pick - but, of course, 
events inevitably slip from his control. 

Intelligent, funny and occasionally touching, it’s a 
beautifully played story of middle-age uncertainty, the 
conceits of science and, ultimately, the perversity of 
attempting to tame nature (and the fairer sex).

THE STRANGER 

(Network, PG, retail) 

Made in 1946 and the only film by Orson Welles to 



show a profit on its initial release (although he 
regarded it as the least favourite of his projects), The 
Stranger is a richly noirish if somewhat ham-fisted 
piece of propaganda. 

Welles directed and also stars as Professor Charles 
Rankin, a mild academic and clock enthusiast in the 
small American town of Harper whose plans for quiet 
domesticity are derailed on the day of his wedding by 
the arrival of a face from his past and wily Nazi-hunter 
Mr Wilson (Edward G Robinson). 

It turns out Rankin is really infamous top Nazi Franz 
Kindler, a secret he’ll gladly murder to protect... 

The film is none too subtle but rattles along nicely 
thanks to charismatic turns by Welles and Robinson, 
right up to an impressive if histrionic finale.

THE GALTON AND SIMPSON 
PLAYHOUSE 

(Network, 12, retail) 

With work for Tony Hancock, Frankie Howerd and 
the Steptoe And Son movies merely the tip of their 
career iceberg, the writing partnership of Ray Galton 
and Alan Simpson is rightly well-regarded. 

This brief series of seven plays in 1977 allowed them 
to write for specific performers, a smart idea because 
when the writing sometimes dragged or the gags fell 
a bit flat, the likes of Arthur Lowe ensured the 
comedy quality was maintained. 

For my money, Lowe stars in the best of them, Car 
Along The Pass, as a pompous little Englander stuck 
in a cable car with assorted European vacationers (to 
be honest, it’s really Captain Mainwaring on holiday), 
but there’s a lot of fun to be had elsewhere with 
Leonard Rossiter as a boorish houseguest in I Tell You 
It’s Burt Reynolds, the fabulous pairing of Charles 


Gray and Freddie Jones as calcified lifelong 
companions in Cheers and others featuring Warren 
Mitchell, Richard Briars, Roy Kinnear and John Bird.

COUNTY KILBURN 

(Blue Dolphin, 18, retail) 

Set in a pub along London’s Irish-dominated Kilburn 
Road, County Kilburn is a slice-of-life ensemble piece 
concerning disparate locals and their various issues. 
Writer/director Elliot Hegarty divides events into the 
seven days of barman Mickey’s final week at work as 
he juggles future job prospects (poor) and his 
relationship (even worse). 

Nothing much happens, other than the arrival 
midway through of an alluring young woman from 
his past, but eavesdropping on the banter between 
the patrons and a great soundtrack make for an 
entertaining way of passing the tight 81-minute 
running time - think of Cheers without the schmaltz 
and canned laughter, or EastEnders without the 
relentless, wrist-slashing grey misery.

DAWSON’S WEEKLY 

(Network, PG, retail) 

Broadcast two years before their Playhouse, Galton 
and Simpson did something similar in this seven- 
episode run for dour funny man Les Dawson. 

With a face like an undertaker’s bloodhound and a 
knack for the shorthand of melancholy, Dawson’s 
short plays are largely broad exercises in the comedy 
of gloom, relieved by his own ranting excesses and 
ever-reliable support from Roy Barraclough and 
guests including Julian Orchard and John Bird.

I t is so often the case in 
the motor industry 
that evolution takes 
precedent over revolution. 

For many, the path to riches - or 
simply staying afloat - demands 
that buyers are not scared 
witless by a bold new design or 
mind-bending new technology. 
But when, as in the case of 
Vauxhall’s Vectra, playing it 
safe was the norm, breaking the 
mid-size mould is now central to 
its maker’s survival. With so 
many rivals on the market 
capable of challenging the 
Vectra’s position, something 
drastic had to be done. The end 
result is the Insignia. 

It is tasked with more than just 
maintaining Vauxhall’s position 
in the fiercely competitive mid¬ 
size sector. This is where the 
fleet, or company, car is king. 
Ford, Vauxhall, Renault, 

Peugeot... all the familiar faces 
are present. It’s also where 
you’ll find the premium 
marques touting for entry-level 
business. The likes of BMW and 
Audi might not offer generous 
levels of kit, but the badge and 
associated pedigree often acts as 
an attractive substitute. And it’s 
in this middle ground, part-way 
between fleet workhorse and 
affordable executive, that 
Vauxhall appears to be 
positioning the Insignia. 

From a styling point of view, the

car is a world away from the 
Vectra’s safe appearance. 
Sweeping curves and flowing 
lines are now the order of the 
day. From the Insignia’s bold 
and broad nose to the way its 
flanks swell to accommodate the 
generously proportioned wheel 
arches and all the way back to 
its curvaceous tail, elegance 
springs to mind. 

The same is true inside, with a 
sweeping fascia design 
accommodating a raft of 
sensibly placed controls. From 
the front seats, the wrap-around 
effect starting at the base of the 
windscreen and finishing at the 
front doors is a clever touch. 
New controls, a multi-purpose 
display located high up on the 
fascia plus a general premium 
feel to everything that you 
touch all help to convince you 
that the car is worthy of a 
higher social status than its 
price tag suggests. 

With the emotional elements of 
the car sorted, attention turns 
to the cold, hard engineering 
side. This new Vauxhall boasts 
a more willing and engaging 
character, which should please 
those seeking some fun when 
behind the wheel. Everything 
feels sharper than the old 
Vectra by a considerable

margin, while the inclusion of a 
two-mode Sport Touring feature 
on selected models allows 
drivers to switch between a 
keen, responsive experience and 
a more mellow and relaxed ride 
respectively. 

Under the bonnet you get to 
choose from five engines: two 
diesel and three petrol. This 
being a predominantly fleet 
sector car, the diesels will be the 
preferred choice for many. 
Offering 130 and 160 horsepower 
respectively, they deliver 
enough performance to satisfy 
most needs. The former is 
surprisingly capable and the 
latter exceeds all expectations, 
and both are pleasingly refined 
at all speeds - and that’s before 
a 190hp unit hits the streets 
later this year. 

And the petrol offerings? Of the 
1.8, 2.0 and 2.8 V6 units, the 
turbocharged 2.0-litre motor is 


hard to ignore. Promising the 
performance of a V6 and the 
running costs of a four-pot 
engine, its 220 horsepower 
rating is all you could possibly 
need, unless the 260hp 2.8 V6 
coupled to a four-wheel-drive 
system (curiously not exclusive 
to the V6) is more tempting. 
Factor in slick shifting six- 
speed manual and optional auto 
gearboxes and Vauxhall’s left 
nothing to chance in the driving 
department. 

It’s also left nothing to chance 
in the equipment stakes. As you 
would expect, the Insignias are 
outfitted to a high standard 
irrespective of trim level (S, 
Exclusiv, SE, Elite and SRi). All 
the major passive and active 
safety innovations are present, 
along with a wealth of items to 
make any journey more 
comfortable. 

New additions include steerable 


headlights, a front-facing 
camera that can detect and 
display road sign information to 
the driver, an improved sat-nav 
system and the integration of 
Bluetooth and MP3 player 
connectivity into the 
entertainment unit. 

To stay ahead in business you 
have to keep moving and 
innovating, and it’s no different 
if you’re in the business of 
producing cars largely for 
businesses. Vauxhall has done a 
good job with the Insignia; it’s a 
stylish machine packed full of 
attractive kit and capable of so 
much more than its predecessor. 
A worthy successor to the 
Vectra, the Insignia is also a 
credible alternative to the 
stripped-out, entry-level 
traditional executive cars - and 
a long way from man-made fibre 
suits, photocopier supplies and 
carpet samples.

£230,000 revamp. 

Apart from lifts for disabled 
people, which will be complet¬ 
ed next month, the work at the 
Norman Booth Leisure Centre 
in Old Harlow has now been 
finished. 

BATTS, which stand for Booth 
Academy of Table Tennis, held a 
British Super League table tennis 
meeting on Sunday, while a few 
days earlier Green commenced 
what will be weekly coaching ses¬ 
sions for up-and-coming players. 

Dagenham-based Green used a 
Chinese-built machine which fires 
out table tennis balls and this 
proved popular with the young 
players. 

Work on the centre - paid for 
with a host of grants from the likes 


of Sport England, Essex County 
Council and Harlow Council - 
started in March 2008 and ended 
earlier this month. 

The centre has been trans¬ 
formed with plush changing rooms 
and toilets, a new stunning view¬ 
ing balcony and a kitchen and 
office, plus refurbishment work. 

The court has also been made 
safer with a hi-tech semi-sprung 
surface which is easier on the 
body. 

It’s a stark contrast to a few 
years ago when the centre, in 
Elderfield, was forced to close. 

But thanks to an army of local 
volunteers who run the complex 
without getting paid, it reopened in 
December 2005 and has now gone 
from strength to strength. 

“The centre was built 25 years 
ago,” explained BATTS secretary 
Neil Brierley. “There was no dis¬ 
abled access, which is a crucial 
thing now. 

“We are absolutely delighted 
with the work. The viewing gallery 
has really transformed the centre. 


It was looking old and tired but 
now it looks so modern.” 

The BATTS club moved to the 
site in 2006 after it left its historic 
home at Burnt Mill School. 

But the centre is not just home 
to table tennis. It is a thriving arena 
with all sorts of sports including 
badminton, basketball, indoor 
cricket and five-a-side football. 

West Ham United FC have also 
taken advantage of the trans¬ 
formed centre and will be running 
free coaching football sessions 
every Friday, starting on February 
20 . 

The complex is also set to be a 
training venue for the 2012 
Olympic Games in London. 

A kids club is to start at the 
complex and there will be an open 
day from 1 lam this Saturday when 
people will be invited to find out 
what else the centre has on offer, 
including Spanish and music 
classes.
